PROOF THAT A MINE DESTROYED THE BATTLESHIP. 


Full Text of the Verdict of Captain Sampson and His Associates Showing 


Explosion Came from Outside. 


CONSPIRACY NOT CHARGED, BUT IT IS BROADLY INTIMATED. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—The President today sent the following message to 


Congress: 

“ To the Congress of the United States: For some time prior to the visit of the Maine 
to Havana harbor our consular representatives pointed out the advantages to flow from 
the visit of national ships to the Cuban waters, in accustoming the people to the presence 
of our flag as the symbol of good will and of our ships in the fulfillment of the mission 
of protection to American interests, even though no immediate need therefor might 
exist. 

8 Accordingly, on the 24th of January iast, after a conference with the Spanish Min- 
ister, in which the renewal of visits of our war vessels to Spanish waters was discussed 
and accepted, the peninsular authorities at Madrid and Havana were advised of the 
purpose of this government to resume friendly naval visits at Cuban ports and that, in 
that view, the Maine would forthwith call at the Port of Havana. 

“ This announcement was received by the Spanish government with enprestation of 
the friendly character of the visit of the Maine and with notification of intention to 
return the courtesy by sending Spanish ships to the principal ports of the United States. 

“Meanwhile the Maine entered the Port of Havana on the 25th of January, its ar- 
rival being marked with no special incident besides the exchange of customary salutes 
ne ceremonial visits. 

“The Maine continued in the harbor of Havana during the three weeks following 
its arrival. No appreciable excitement attended its stay; on the contrary, a feeling of 
relief and confidence followed the resumption of the long-interrupted friendly inter- 
course. 80 noticeable was this immediate effect ot its visit that the Consul General 
strongly urged that the presence of our ships in Cuban waters should be kept up by 
retaining the Maine at Havana, or, in the event of its recall, by sending another vessel 


there to take its place. 
Destroyed by an Explosion. 

“At 5 minutes past 9 in the evening of Feb. 15 the Maine was destroyed by 
an explosion by which the entire forward part of the ship was utterly wrecked. In 
this catastrophe two officers and 260 of its crew perished, those who were not killed 
outright, by the explosion being penned between decks by the tangle of wreckage and 
arene by the immediate sinking of the hull. 

“Prompt assistance wag rendered by the neighboring vessels anchored in the bear 
bor, aid being especially given by the boats of the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII. and 
the Ward line steamer City of Washington, which lay not far distant. P 

“The Wounded were generously cared for by the authorities of Havana, the hos- 
pitals being freely opened to them, while the earliest recovered bodies of the dead 
were interred by the municipality in a public cemetery in the city. Tributes of grief 
and s!mpathy were offered from all official quarters of the island. 

“The appalling calamity fell upon the people of our country with crushing force, 
and for a brief time an intense excitement prevailed, which in a community less just 
and self-controlled than ours might have led to hasty acts of blind resentment. 

“This spirit, however, soon gave way to the calmer processes of reason and to the 
resolve to investigate the facts and await the material proof before forming a judg- 
mant as to the cause, the responsibility, and, if the facts warranted, the remedy due. 

“This course necessarily recommended itself from the outset to the Executive, 
for only in the light of a dispassionately ascertained certainty could it determine the 
nature and measure of its full duty in the matter. 


Looking for the Cause. 


The usual procedure was followed, as lu all cases of casualty or disaster to na- 1 


tional vessels of any maritime state. A naval court of inquiry was at once organized 
composed of officers well qualified by rank and practical experience to discharge the 
onerous duty imposed upon them. Aided by a strong force of wreckers and divers the 
court proceeded to make a thorough investigation on the spot, employing every avall- 
able means for the impartial and exact determination of the causes of the explosion. 
Its Gperations have been conducted with the utmost deliberation and judgment, and 
while independently pursued, no source of information was neglected, and the fullest 
opportunity Was allowed for a simultaneous investigation by the Spanish authorities, 

„The finding of the court of inquiry was reached after twenty-three days of con- 
tinuous labor, on the 2list of March, Instant, and having been approved on the 22d by 
the Commander-in-Chief of the United States naval force on the North Atlantie station 
was transmitted to the Executive. 
; Moored by a Spaniard. 

It is herewith laid before the Congress, together with the Faces testimony 


taken before the court. Its purport is in brief as follows: 
“When the Maine arrived at Havana it was conducted by the aie govern- 


ment pilot to buoy No. 4, to which it was moored in from five and one-half to six 
fathoms of water. 


The state of discipline on board and the condition of its magazines, boilers, 
coal bunkers, and storage compartments are passed in review, with the conclusion 
that excellent order prevailed and that no indication of any cause for an internal ex- 
Plosion existed in any quarter. 

“At 8 o’clock in the evening of Feb. 15 everything had been reported secure and 
all was quiet. . 

“ At forty minutes past 9 o’clock the vessel was suddenly destroyed. 

There were two distinct explosions, with a brief interval between them. The 
first lifted the forward part of the sm very perceptibly; the second, which was 
more prolonged, is attributed by the court to the partial explosion of two or more 
of the forward magazines. 

“The evidence of the divers established that the after part of the ship was prac- 


„Heally intact and sank in that condition a very few minutes etter the explosion. 
The torward part was completely demolished. 


Proof. of a Mine. 
“Upon the evidence of concurrent external cause the finding of the court is as fol- 
At frame 27 the outer shell of the ship, from a point of 11% feet from the mid- 
die line of the ship and six feet above the keel, when in its normal position, has been 
forced up so as to be now about four feet above the surface of the water; therefore, 
about $4 feet above where it would be had the ship sunk uninjured. The outside bottom 


plating is bent into a reversed V' shape, the after wing of which, about 15 feet 


broad and 82 feet in length (from frame 17 to frame 25) is doubled back upon itself 
against the continuation of the same plating extending forward. At frame 18 the ver- 
tical keel is broken in two and keel bent into an angle similar to the angle formed for 
the outside plates. This break is about six feet below the surface of the water and about 
80 feet above its normal position. In the opinion of the court this effect could have been 
produced only by the explosion of a mine situated under the bottom of the ship, at about 
frame 18 and somewhat on the port side of the ship.’ 
Conclusions of the Court. 


“The conclusions of the court are as follows: 

“That the loss of the Maine was not inany respect due to fault or negligence on 
the part of any of the officers or members of its crew. 

“That the ship was destroyed by the explosion of a submarine mine, which 
the partial explosion of two or more of its forward magazines; and, 

“ That no evidence has been obtainable fixing the responsibility for the destruction 
of the Maine upon any person or persons. I have directed that the finding of the court 
ot inquiry and the views of this government thereon be communicated to the govern- 
ment of her Majesty the Queen, and I do not permit myself to doubt that the sense of 
justice of the Spanish nation will dictate a course of action suggested by honor: and the 


friendly relations of the two governments. 
„It was the duty of the Executive to advise the Congress of the result, and in the 


meantime deliberate consideration is . invoked. . WILLIAM McKINLEY.

BATTLESHIP MAINE IS DESTROYED BY A SUBMARINE MINE. 


Official Findings of the Court of Inquiry Declare the Battleship Was Blown 
Up from the Outside—Captain Sigsbee and His Officers and 
41 Men Are Exonerated from All Blame.

Washington, D. C., March 28—Theicomplete report of the findings in the case of the 
dattleship Maine, wrecked in Havana harbor Feb. 15, at 9:40 p. m.. Was sent to Congress. 
today. The report follows: 

“United States Steamship Iowa (first rate), Key West, Fia., Monday, March 21. 
1808.—After full and mature consideration of all ‘the testimony before it, the court finds 
as follows: 

“1. That the United States battleship Maine arrived in the harbor of Havana, Cuba, 
on the twenty-fifth day of January, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, and was taken 
to buoy No. 4 in from five and a half to six fathoms of water, by the regular government 
pilot. The United States Consul General at Havana had notified the authorities at that

NEW FLERT AT SEA 


Spain’s Second Torpedo Flo- 
tilla Sails for Canaries. 


CONSISTS OF SIX BOATS. 


Weyler Believed to Be on Board 
Bound for Havana. 


KNOWN TO BE UNDER ORDERS 


Madrid, March 28, via Bayonne, March 27. 
—One week ago it was cabled that Spain was 
preparing a second flotilla at Cadiz with the 
intention of sending it across the Atlantic 
in the wake of the one which sailed from 
the Canaries three days ago. This second 
flotilla leaves Cadiz for the Canaries tomor- 
row (Sunday), and consists of six boats in 
all—namely: two destroyers and four tor- 
pedo boats. 

It is known that Weyler is under orders 
for Havana. It is therefore readily under- 
stood that he should take this opportunity 
of leaving for his post. Spain would nat- 
urally wish to keep his departure a secret. 

It has been known in government circles 
that a second torpedo flotilla has been fit- 
ting up at Cadiz for the last two weeks, 
ever since the departure of the first flotilla 
for the Canaries. It was understood that 
the second flotilla was to follow the first 
across the Atlantic as rapidly as possible. 

The Madrid censor last Friday, after the 
departure of the first flotilla from the Ca- 
naries, laid an embargo on the publication 
of all news and on telegraphing all informa- 
tion regarding movements of torpedo boats. 
This embargo could not refer to the first 
flotilla, the departure of which had already 
been published everywhere. It obviously, 
therefore, referred to the second one. 


Cruiser Colon in Waiting. 
The Christobal Colon, a first-class cruiser, 
which was unable to reach Las Palmas in 
time to serve as convoy to the first flotilla 
of boats, has received instructions to wait 
at the Canaries the arrival of the second 
flotilla and to accompany it across the 

Atlantic. 

The first flotilla consists of boats and 
destroyers, all of the most modern type, 
five of which showed a speed of no less 
than thirty knots an hour on their trial 
trip, and are therefore the fastest craft 
afloat. 

Inasmuch as General Weyler is, according 
to reliable information, to leave Spain to- 
morrow for Havana, it would not be sur- 
prising if he were to take passage on board 
the converted liner convoying the second flo- 
tilla to the Canaries, transferring himself 
and his staff to the Christobal Colon on 
reaching Las Palmas, 

The source of information is reliable. The 
censor is liberal enough in other respects, 
but for the moment the movements of the 
fleet, and especially of the torpedo bcats, 
must not be touched upon. It isa subject of 
absolute secrecy. Now, as all the world 
knows the first flotilla is on its way across 
the Atlantic, there could be no use in insti- 
tuting such elaborate and sensational pre- 
cautious with regard to its voyage. 

It is evident, therefore, that precau- 
tions have been adopted to prevent news, 
from leaking out concerning the dispatch 


| of the second flotilla. 


It ia useless to expect Spain to make any 
concessions to the United States. It would 
de to tuch an extent contrary to popular 
sentiment here that even the slightest indi- 
cation thereof would entail the overthrow 
not alone of the Cabinet but also of the 
dynasty, and the safety of the latter is 
the first consideration of Queen Christina 
and of Premier Sagasta.

Havana, March 28.—[{Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The searching of a vessel belong- 
ing to the American government is the last 
in the series of insults and affronts by which 
Spain seems determined to provoke the 
United States to war. A Spanish official, 
wearing the military unifofm of the Ha- 
vana Custom-House, spent Saturday on 
board the United States lighthouse tender 


. Mangrove, prying into closets and doing 


expert secret service work for his govern- 
ment. He left only on the vigorous protest 
of General Lee to Captain General Blanco. 

When a vessel of any description passes 
Morro Castle and enters Havana harbor 
three Spanish government boats start out 
from La Machina wharf to meet it. They 
are the government pilot boat, the health 
officer's barge and the custom-house 
launch. The ordinary method of procedure 
is simply to come alongside of the incoming 
vessel, whose Captain hands out the neces- 
Bary papers for each department. Then, 
with an adios and a bow from the sturdy 
Spaniards at the oars, the boats hurry back 
to the wharf. 


On an Errand of Peace. 

Early on Saturday morning the lighthouse 
tender Mangrove arrived in Havana from 
Key West. Its errand here is to carry back 
the cannon and torpedoes that the derricks 
of the wrecking tugs have been pulling out 
of the Maine for the last week. The Man- 
grove belongs to the Treasury department 


ot the United States, but ie commanded by 


regular officer Ideutenant Commander 
Belden. Its regular work is to carry sup- 
plies and provisions to the various light- 


houses that are scattered all along the For- 


ida coast. But ever since the Maine explo- 
sion it has been detailed as a sort of dis- 
patch boat to carry messages and suppiies 
between the White Squadron in Key West 
and American government officials here. 
All of the mail for Captain Sigsbee and 
the survivors of the Maine has been brought 
over on the Mangrove. The Mangrove hasa 
cabin that is the joy and pride of the light- 
house service. Around its heavy oak table 
the court of inquiry conducted its entire ex- 
‘amination into the cause of the Maine ex- 
plosion. The Spaniards in Havana know the 
trim little Mangrove well, and, like every- 
thing else that has to do with the Maine, 
they hate it. Any work connected with the 
Maine comes within the province of the 
Navy department. Lieutenant Cornwell 
was detailed as the Mangrove’s commander 
on this visit to Havana. The Spanish cus- 
tom-house is a part of the military service, 
and the Aduanaros, or inspectors, wear the 
regulation uniform of the Spanish army. 


Boarded by the Officer. - 

When the customs boat came alongside 
yesterday morning Lieutenant Cornwell 
‘stepped in the rail to hand the customary 
papers to the @gpiasr wo sat in the stern 
the t'}fer he took them 
an Aduanare cil 
ately proceeded to make himself at home 
on the Mangrove’s deck. Before Lieutenant 
Cornwell had time to make any inquiries of 
the Captain the rowers of the customs boat 
were bending their oars and. were out of 
speaking distance. Then the Aduanaro be- 
gan his day’s work. 

With his hands behind him. he walked all 
over the Mangrove, beginning in the en- 
gine-room. He walked into the cook’s galley 
and peered into boxes of provisions and bags 
of potatoes. He even went into the pilot- 
house, where was the mail bag contain- 


ing department letters to Captain Cowles. 


The Aduanaro stared hard at the mail bags, 
but there he drew the line. He did not open 
it. Ome of the Mangrove’s crew is a 
Frenchman who speaks English. Through 
him Lieutenant Cornwell questioned his 
visitor, but his replies were short and not 
at all satisfactory. 

“Tt is my orders was about all that 
could be got out of him. ; 

Lee to the Rescue, 

Lieutenant Cornwell jumped into his 
launch and went over to the Fern, where he 
told of the searching of the Mangrove to his 
ranking officer, Captain Cowles. The big 
Captain of the Fern suffered a violent at- 
tack of American indignation. He at once 
went ashore and laid the matter before 
General Lee, twenty minutes later a 
messenger f the American Consulate 
was on his way to the palace with a letter 
eral Blanco from the Consul 
a polite note that he car- 
did not violate any of the 
natic usage, but it was short 
and firm and to the point. The presence of 
Spanish officials on vessels belonging to the 
United States government will not be al- 
lowed, it said. 

There were the usual whisperings at the 
palace. General Blanco replied that the 
searching of the Mangrove was ail a mis- 
take. He regretted it. A short time after- 
wards a Spanish government boat put out 
from shore and brought the Aduanaro back. 
That closed the incident, but it is more than 
Ukely that the Mangrove will not be the 
only American ship that will be subjected 
to close Spanish scrutiny. 
the Administrator of Customs, who directed 
the searching of the Mangrove, said to me 
last night: 

„Ot course, I put an Aduanaro on the 
Mangtove. I have orders from the palace 
to ingpect every American ship that is not 
a man-of-war.

Naval Board Reports Against: 


External Explosion. 


SYNOPSIS OF FINDINGS. 


Use of a Torpedo or Mine Is 
Not Admitted. 


EXAMINATION SUPERFICIAL. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—A full synop- 
sis of the report of the Spanish naval com- 
mission which investigated the destruction 
of the battleship Maine is here given by the 
Associated Press. It is taken from a copy of 
the original report which is now on its way 
here frem Havana, the synopsis being cabled 
in the meantime and today placed in the 
hands cf this government. The gonclusions 
reached are directly opposite to those in the 
report of the court of inquiry submitted to 
Congress today. The synopsis is as follows: 

The report contains declarations made by 
ocular withesses and experts. From these 
statements it clearly deduces and proves the 
absence of all those attendant cireumstances 
which are invariably present on the occasion 
of the explosion of a torpedo. 

The evidence of witnesses comparatively 
close to the Maine at the moment is to the 
effect that only one explosion occurred; that 
no column of water was thrown into the air; 
that no shock to the side of the nearest vessel 
was felt; nor on land was any vibration no- 
ticed; and that no dead fish were found. 

The evidence of the senior pilot of the 
harbor states that there is an abundance of 
fish In the harbor, and this is corroborated 
by other witnesses. The assistant engineer 
of works states that after the explosions 


made during the execution of works in the 


harbor he has always found dead fish. 

The divers were unable to é¢xamine the 
bottom of the Maine, which was buried in 
the mud, but a careful examination of the 
sides of the vessel, the rents and breaks 
in which all point outward, shows without 
a doubt that the explosion was from the 
Inside. 

A minute examination of the bottom of the 

harbor around the vessel shows absolutely 
no sign of the action of a torpedo, and the 
Fiscal (Judge Advocate) of the commission 
can find no precedent far the explosion 
of the storage magazines of a vessel by a 
torpedo. 
The report makes clear that owing to the 
special nature of the proceedings followed 
and the absolute respect shown for the 
extra-territorial rights of the Maine, the 
commission has been prevented from mak- 
ing such an examination of the inside of 
the vessel as would determine even the hy- 
pothesis of the internal geet 
dent. 

This ts to be attributed to the i 
refusal to permit of the necessary co- 
operation of the Spanish commission both 
with the commander and crew of the Maine | 
and the different American officials com- 
missioned to investigate the causes of the 
accident and later on with those employed 
in salvage work. 

The report finishes by stating that an ex- 
amination of the inside and outside of the 


Maine as Boor! as suctrexaminatiéirmay de 
possible, as also of the bottom where we 


vessel rests, will prove that, supposing the 
remains (of the wreck) not to be totally or 
partially altered in the.process of extrac- 
tion, the explosion was undoubtedly due to 


some interior cause.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[{Special.J—In spite of all the elaborate preparations 
made to prevent it, the flame of war has burst out in Congress and is burning brightly. 

The tocsin is sounding at the Capitol and it seems to be evident, if one can trust 
what the members themselves say, that recognition of independence or. armed inter- 
vention are the only expedients that will be recognized by the Representatives of the 
people. The long delayed explosion in Congress has evidently come and tonight there 
is open revolt against the dilatory policy of the President and of his scheme of send- 
ing supplies without recognizing independence. , 

The reading of the President's message and the report. of the board of inquiry 
stirred up the feeling in Congress to a pitch which no one can mistake. From one 
end of the Capitol to the other the sentiment is universal that the report of the board of, 
inquiry amply demonstrated that Spanish officers had blown up the Maine and that 
Spain was directly responsible for the lossof the lives of 266 brave American sailors, 
The President’s message with its plea for further diplomatic delay aroused conserva- 
tive men to a condition of positive indignation against him and all his advisers in and 
out of Congress who even talk of delay for such humanitarian n as to feed _ 
the starving Cubans. 

Open Revolt the House. | 


In the House the revolt is open and distinct. Stanch friends of the administration 
say without hesitation that they will vote. against any appropriation which does not 
contain a recognition of the independence or provision for immediate intervention by 
force of arms. Nine out of ten men take the ground that the blowing up of the Maine 
was officially proved to be an act of war on the part of Spain, and they propose to 
reply accordingly. What the President wants or does not want has for the time been 
lost sight of in the wave of popular sentiment that Cuba must be free, cost what it will. 
The very precautions which the President and his advisers took to prevent excitement 
have reacted in the contrary direction. Conferences are being held tonight among 
members of the House looking toward an apen revolt nst the dictatorship of Speak ?- 
er Reed, and the plans of the administration have been wot aside as if they worms 7 
much chaff. 

The excitement has reached a stage where the President has been advised that he 
must abandon his plan of asking for an appropriation unless he is willing to take the 
consequences of immediate intervention by act of Congress. There is already in en- 
istence a list of members of the House, Republicans, Democrats, Populists, gold men, 
and siiver mén, who are pledged te attach an amendment recognizing the independence 
of Cuba to any bill appropriating money to feed the starving people. Interviews with 
members of Congress can be had by scores, coming from men of all political parties, 
which seem to show that the administration has at last been ingulfed in the whirlpool 
of popular indignation. Arrangements are already being made to offer the radical 
amendments referred to whenever the appropriation bill comes up. It is taken for 
— that Speaker Reed will rule amendments out of order as not being germain. ‘ 


Reed Will Be Beaten.

as he has promised the leaders the Spaniards will inevitably belleve that he has backed 
down and will thereupon become belligerent and force him to take the hostile step to 
which he is decidedly averse, 

The State department has been dickering away with the Spaniards today through 
Minister Polo, who has submitted a new and revised scheme of autonomy, and he has 
even gone so far as to intimate that if the United States will attempt to persuade the in- 
surgents to accept it a formal armistice will be declared for the next six months. The 
temper of Congress will brook no diplomatic delays of any kind, and the mere mention 
of uutonomy inflames the members to a condition of positive m open n at 
the attitude of the administration. ;

e Fails to See the Significance. 


It was the general feeling in both thé Senate and House today when the message 
transmitting the report of the board of inquiry was read that the President had ap- - 
parently failed to recognize the real significance of the report, and that, instead of 
making vague diplomatic representations to Spain, he should have forwarded to Madrid 
a positive demand for immediate reparation. The revolt in the House would have 
come today had it not been for the death of Representative Simpkins, which was 
utilized to force an adjournment. The members were unwilling to show the least dis- 
respect to the memory of their dead colleague by opposing the motion to adjourn, and 
hence the administration program went through without difficulty. Members did not 
hesitate to say, however, that this death was utilized in rather an pleasant way. 
Speaker Reed either accidentally or by dcsign appointed on the co ttee to attend 
the funeral Representatives Gillett of Massachusetts, Cousins of Iowa, Newlands of 
Nevada, and Berry of Connecticut, all ot whom are members of the Foreign Affairs 
committee. It may have been an accident, but nine out of ten members of the House 
believe that it was done intentionally, so as to prevent a report from the committee, 
Chairman Hitt is ostensibly sick at home, and with two Republicans and two Democrats 
away at a funeral it is apparent that unan!mous action by the committee In the House 
is blocked for the time being. In the Senate the situation ls somewhat different. The 
Committee on Foreign Relations, of which “ Cush Davis of Minnesota is the chair- 
man, is well nigh unanimous for radical action in regard to Cuba. They will not meet 
until Wednesday, so that the members may have an opportunity to read the printed 
report of the testimony, muse any doubt that they will take action not 
anticipated by the President. 

AKearing from the People. 

All of the members of the committee have been flooded with appeals from * 
constituents not to Msten to any diplomatic devices whatever. A sample of theappeals 
being made is contained in the following letter to one of the members of the committee 
just received: 

The mutterings,and threats of the solid © 
mass of good plain citizens that constitute the bone and sinew of ite strength can be 
heard on all sides.

A sample of these telegrams, and it is absolutely authentic, 
is one dated at New York this afternoon, which said: 

“ Sincerest congratulations. You have this day elected William J. Bryan President.”

Preparations for Defense Go On 
Continuously. 


DESERTERS MAY RE-ENLIST. 


Graduating Class at the Naval Acad- 
emy Ig Advanced, 


‘YEAR RECRUITS PROVIDED FOR. 
Washington,’ D. G., March 28.—[Special.]— 


There was much disappointment in the 
War and Navy departments over the Pres- 
jdential message transmitting to Congress 
the report of the Maine court of inquiry, 
The communication had been awaited with 
o much eagerness and anxiety and the cir- 
cumstances were believed to be of such a 
sensational character that the message was 
something of a surprise to naval and mili- 
tary officers, who believe the situation justi- 
fied more impassioned utterance. . 

The findings of the court had been gen- 
erally anticipated in the dispatches from 
Washington and Havana and the experts 
who had seen the wreck had volunteered to 
their belief, in and out of official life, that 
there had been but one cause of the dis- 
aster. 

It was natural that naval officers should 
feel that insufficient stress had been laid 
upon the Spanish culpability, and it was 
conceded on every hand that the atrocity 
of the event had escaped the President in 
his review of the report of the court of in- 
quiry and his recital of recent Executive 
action. The facts of an external explo- 
sion have been so conclusive and indisputa- 
ble that it was expected the disaster under 
such conditions would be called to the at- 
tention of Congress in forceful language. 

The promise that the matter will be trans- 
ferred to the State department and be 
suffered to pursue the tedious process of 
diplomacy does not strike naval officers 
as an adequate result. They view the pros- 
pect with impatience and have already be- 
stowed upon the matter a good deal of ¢rit- 
icism. The testimony which also goes to 
Congress contains many interesting and sig- 
nificant passages. Some of these facts 
were known in an unofficial and indirect 

ay to the Washington authorities, who 

ave been advised from time to time of 
the progress of the court and the trend of 
the inquiry. 
Navy and Army Officers Disappointed. 

Those who read the testimony today and 


who have previously had an opportunity to 
dissect it are surprised that the President's 


message did not treat of the matter in a 


less lenient and less charitable manner. The 
official announcement of the causes of the 
disaster and the formal promulgation of the 
results of the explosion have aroused naval 
and military people to bitterness and anger. 
They were today outspoken in their wrath 
and did not hide the sentiments of disfavor 
with which they viewed the Presidential 
treatment of the atrocity. No one would 
consent to an authorized interview, the ex- 
nein which might be credited to him, 
there was a unanimity of view which 

was striking and significant. 

Was very little accomplished in 
either the War or Navy departments today. 
Jt was accepted on every hand that today 
was the beginning of a week which would 
determine a momentous incident in the his- 
tory of the country. This fact, with the 
excitement which had grown up over the 
838 of the official report and the possi- 
action in Congress, served to paralyze 

the departmental work, and for the most 
part government business in both the War 
and Navy departments subsided almost into 
routine transactions. There was a spirit of 
peace on every hand, and the prospects of 
an abandonment of war preparations per- 
vaded all the bureaus. 

This sentiment may have been due to some- 
thing in the air, as one officer suggested 
when he felt himself falling beneath its 
influence. It may also have been created by 
information which the State department 
came in possession of early in the morning. 
This was to the effect—and it came in the 
form of a cable message from Mr. Wood- 
ford—that the Sagasta ministry would en- 
tertain negotiations looking to the estab- 
Ushment of peace between the Spanish gov- 
ernment and the Cuban insurgents, and that 
the authorities at Madrid would interpose 
no Objection to the shipment and delivery 
of relief supplies to all needy persons in 
Cuba. This information was received with 
every manifestation of satisfaction in the 
State department. . 

Desp.te all these intimations of a re- 
establishment of good will between the 
United States and Spain there was continu- 
ance to some extent, but in a lesser degree, 
however, than any day during the last three 
weeks, of the preparations which mark the 


approach of war. 
Advanced Graduation of Naval Cadets. 


The most interesting thing accomplished 
in the Navy department was an order to 
Captain Cooper, superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, to graduate on Monday, 
three months ahead of their time, the cadets 
of the first class at that institution. The 
examinetions for this graduation are now 
being held at Annapolis and as soon as the 
young men have shown their qualifications 
they will be commissioned as ensigns, two 
years ahead of the regular time. In any 
event they will be assigned to duty on 
shipboard as watch and division officers and 
will be detailed to tugs, the ships of the

expected to demonstrate that some of the 
long cherished theories in naval construc- 
tion, engineering, and ordnance must be 
abandoned. Line and engineer officers will 
be too deeply engrossed with their own 
duties in time of war to think much about 
the technical features of the situation. Mr. 
Hobson could be easily spared for the duty, 
as his duty at Annapolis was as instructor 
to the three cadets who form the class in 
naval construction at the academy. 

The contract for work at Dry Tortugas 
and Key West, where a naval coaling sta- 
tion will be established, were not signed 
today, but the contractors will proceed with 
the accumulation of material and the ship- 
ment of supplies to those points. The de- 
partment officials put great store in the 
acceleration of the work by reason of the 
$120 per day premium offered for the com- 
pletion of the work in less than the 180 
days; as stipulated in the contract. 


Changes in Station of Troops. 


Some important,changes in the stations of 
troops were ordered today by Secretary Al- 
ger. They were interesting although they 
had no direct bearing upon the preparations 
for war, which have been so indefatigably 
prosecuted the last fortnight. The present 
orders are not those which have been 
awaited with so much interest as trans- 
ferring the infantry and cavalry to the sea 
coast forts, but they will have the effect of 
a certain useful troops more avail- 
able. 

The orders transfer the headquarters of 
the Eleventh Infantry and six companies, B 
and C now at Whipple Barracks, Art., 
and A, D, F, and H, now at Fort Apache, 
Arts., to Jefferson Barracks, Mo. The head- 
quarters of the Fifteenth Infantry, now 
at Fort Bayard, N. M., are transferred to 
Fort Huachuca, and one company also at 
the former post is transferred to Fort 
Apache, Ariz. The headquarters of the 
Eighteenth Infantry and Companies D and 
H, now at Fort Bliss, Tex., are transferred to 
Fort Sam Houston, and one of the eight 
companies now at Fort Crook, Neb., is trans- 
ferred to Fort Bliss, Tex. The effect of this 
order is the abandonment of Whipple Bar- 
racks 


As an encouragement to recruits and those 
whose services are desired in the army and 
navy, arrangements have been made by 
which enlistments are to be made for one 
year, instead of three and five year terms. to 
which enlisted men are bound. This will in- 
duce young od to enter the services for a 
comparatively short period, and will furnish 
men for the present emergency. 

The army and navy officers who are at- 
tending to the enlistments of these services 
are still encountering difficulties in obtair- 
ing men who are in every way suitable for 
duty. The candidates are numerous enough, 
but the rejections leave few men a recruits. 
Many of the rejections are on physical 
grounds. In this respect the government 
purposes to retain its rigid requirements, 
since the men who are now selected for en- 
listment must ere out the regular terms in 
both the army and navy. 

It is expected that within the present 
week the 1,600 men required for the two 
additional regiments of artillery will have 
been procured. and that the original five reg- 
iments, the enlisted force of which was drawn 
upon to form the nucleus of the new bat- 
teries, will have their depleted forces re- 


plenished. 
May Re-enlist. 

The Board of Naval Officers in the South 
and along the lakes have met ‘with fair suc- 
cess, and it is expected that within a few 
days necessary crews for the Minneapolis 
and the Columbia will have been secured, 
As an incentive to secure men who are 
trained and who will prove of value in the 
navy, the Secretary has waived the regula- 
tions which prohibit the enlistment of de- 
serters. For the time being those who left 
the service without permission and who have 
been carried on the rolls as deserters will 
be allowed to reénlist and receive honorable 
discharge if they will serve out the unex- 
pired portions of their terms. This will fur- 
nish the navy ‘with several hundred very de- 
sirable men, many of whom left the service 
under conditions which do not impair their 
usefulness or affect their integrity. 

Appeals for better coast defenses are still 
made to the War and Navy departments. 
The latter branch is ta a position to refer 
all such appeals to the War department, 
where the army engineers have special 
charge of the navy land fortifications. The 
methods of coast defenses at the disposal of 
the Navy department are confined to impro- 
vised submarine mines, which will be in 
charge of the naval militia and to old mon- 
itors, which will be commanded by naval 
officers and manned from the naval reserves. 
The cruisers and battleships, when not used 
in absolutely naval operations and ovean 
stratagem, will be available for the protec- 
tion of harbors, but these vessels cannot be 
depended upon, as their services may be 
necessary at other points or at sea in car- 
rying out the program for naval rather 


than coast defense.

The fact that Admiral Walker cabled from 
Nicaragua to the State department meant 
announcing his departure for home revives 
the speculation as to the Mkelihood of one 
of the highest officers of tne navy, active 
or retired, being placed in charge of the 
entire naval operations, including the 
fleet under Captain Sampson, Commodore 
Schley’s Flying Squadron,” and any aux- 
illary lines of defense that may be estab- 
lished. 

It was stated, however, at the Navy de- 
partment that Admiral Walker’s home com- 
ing is because of the conclusion of the work 
of the Nicaraguan Cana) commission, of 
which he is President, and that it was not 
hastened because of the present naval! activ- 
ity. Moreover, the name of Admiral Bunce, 
who is still on the active list, is the most 
frequently mentioned among the highest 
naval officers as the one most likely to be 
chosen for this supreme command if it 
should be determined upon. 

The most significant of the naval orders 
issued today was the detachment of Com- 
mander Horace Elmer from Cramp’s ship- 
yard and ordering him to duty “in re. the 
Mosquito Fleet. Its prospective formation 
is the result of the observations and work 
of the naval college for the last five years, 
and the officials believe that with the ma- 
terial that may be obtainable and the 
manning of the vessels by the naval militia 
of the States a formidable organization of 
its kind will result. The naval militia of 
the States, however, will not be relied upon 
entirely to man the ships, but in case of 
necessity resort will be had to seamen 
wherever they can be picked up. Comman- 
der Elmer is at the New York navy yard, 
which will be the center of his future opera- 
tions. His duties respecting the selection of 
craft for the fleet are exactly the same as 
those performed by the board which for 
the last two weeks haz been engaged in the 
inspection of merchant vessels for the aux- 
iliary defense preliminary to their purchase 
by the Navy department. 

The commander and his assistant will visit 
various places along the coast and will com- 
municate by letter with persons and firms 
owning small craft, with a view to deter- 
mining just how many are available and 
at what price the owners would sell or 
charter them to the government. So far as 
practicable it is the intention of the depart- 
ment that there shall be a separate set of 
ships for the defense of the seacoast cities, 
the whole to compose the Mosquito Fleet.“ 
In the event of necessity for a rendezvous 
of sevéral of these local fleets it can be 
arranged, the primary idea being for each 
local fleet to form the “ mobile defense of 
the particular city where it is made up. 

The big naval fleet in the vicinity of Key 
West received an important addition today 
in the arrival of the cruiser Cincinnati and 
the gunboats Wilmington and Castine, 
which were at Port Antonio, Jamaica, when 
last heard from. The Cincinnati and Cas-’ 
tine comprised the recent south Atlantic 
squadron and were called home several 
weeks ago. These vessels are believed to 
be in excellent condition for active service 
and will be retained at Key West for the 
present. Owing to great speed the Ciscin- 
nati probably will be added to the Flying 
Squadron” in case it igs deemed advisable 
to enlarge that fleet. 


CUBA DEMONSTRATION AT YALE. 


Stephen Elkins Jr. Leads in the As- 
surances That Students Will Be 
First to Enlist.

ARMY TRIED AND TRUE. 


VETERANS OF Lon Amn GRAY TO 
RALLY UNDER ONE FLAG. 


Distinguished Generals of the Civil 
War Promote a Project to Place 
Five Million Soldiers at the Dis- 
posal of the Government—Movement 
Inspired by a Descendant of George 
Washington—Plan Is to Enlist Vol- 
unteers in Time of Peace. 


New York, March 28.—[ Special. ]—The re- 
tired Generals of the army and the surviving 
Generals of both the Federal and Confeder- 
ate armies of the civil war hope to organize 
a body of not less than 5,000,000 Americans, 
who are able to bear arms and are-filled with 
the spirit of patriotism which marked the 
fighters of 1776 and the volunteers of 1861. 

This latest and perhaps most important of 
all the patriotic movements which have had 
their origin in the spirit of enthusiasm gene- 
rated by the existing critical situation crys- 
tallized on Friday night at the Waldorf, 
when General O. O. Howard, Major General 
Adelbert Ames, Brigadier General James 
Grant Wilson, Brigadier General J. Fred 
Pierson, Major General A. McD. McCook, 
and many other distinguished old soldiers 
met in the Astor dining-rooms very quietly 
as the guests of W. J. H. Washington and 
organized the National Volunteer Reserve. 

The idea was originated by Mr. Washing- 
ton, who is a descendant of George Wash- 
ingtofi, and a man who has long been promi- 
nent in patriotic and philanthropic move- 
ments. At this meeting Mr. Washington 
was elected President and General A. McD. 
McCook secretary. Lieutenant General John 
M. Schofield was clerted acting commis- 


-| sioner of the military committee, with Lieu 


tenant General James Longstree® of the 
Confederate army vice commissioner and 
Major Gencral O. O. Howard chairman. 

For several weeks quiet meetings have 
been held in Mr. Washington's apartments 
in the Waldorf and hundreds of confidential 
letters have been sent to men who were 
likely to sympathize with the movement. 
Very nearly every ex-Governor in the coun- 
try responded enthusiastically to the com- 
mittee’s query as to whether the men of his 
State would be advised to enlist under this 
new banner; every General and every Ad- 
miral of whatever rank in both the Northern 
and Southern armies and in the regular 
army of the United States was questioned 
as to his opinion of the plan, and the matter 
was submitted to President McKinley, the 
Secretary of the Navy, the Secretary of 
War, and the several bureaus of these de- 
partments. The latter officials, owing to 
the strained relations with Spain, were not 
at liberty to openly indorse the enterprise, 
but their approval was clearly shown by 
thelr pleasant letters of reply. 

Briefly the object of the organization is 
this: To enroll men of proper age and of 
physical qualification to bear arms, who 
sign an enlistment blank agreeing in case of 
foreign war or invasion to take up arms at 
the call of the President of the United States 
or of the Governor of the State or Territory 
in which they reside. There is a central 
headquarters at 1 Broadway, which is prac- 
tically a clearing-house for recruits and en- 
listments. The original rolls are to be trans- 
mitted directly to the War or Navy depart- 
ment, there to be tabulated and included in 
the recognized summary of the military and 
naval forces of the United States.

The Wilmington will leave for Jacksonville 
and the Montgomery for Hampton Roads 
before tomorrow night.

He thought we should make de- 
cisive demands upon Spain for the cessa- 
tion of hostilities in Cuba, as we stand re- 
sponsible to history for our action now. 
If such action should bring war, let war 
come. “Any sort of war is better,” said 
he, “than a rotting peace.“ In the pres- 
ent condition of this country a tempest is 
needed to clear the atmosphere, and he was 
firm in the belief that an honorable war 
with Spain would be, from many points of 
view, a desirable consummation of our 
present difficulty. 
Mr. Money referred briefly to the messag 
of the President and to the Maine disas- 
ter and then declared that it was not be- 
coming in Congress to await the slow proc- 
esses of diplomacy. He had confidence in 
the American Congress. He did not desire 
to offer factitious opposition to the adminis- 
tration’s policy, but for one he would not 
abdicate his right to act for himself and 
those whom he represented. 

“This government,“ he said, will do 
nothing to tarnish the brilliant luster of its 
past. While we do not and shall not ask 
for the approval of other nations, we will 
always command their respect. If any 
power, great or small, should interfere with 
us we should still stand undaunted... I de- 
spair of peaceful negotiations and now have 
a contempt for them.“

Washington, D. C., March 28.— The im- 
mense mass of testimony taken by the Maine 
court of inquiry was sent to the Senate to- 
day, and, with the President’s message and 
findings of the court, referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. The testimony 
was taken on eighteen different days, the 
fourteenth day, however, being devoted to 
viewing the wreck. Every witness who was 
known to have any information that could 
throw light upon the great disaster was 
called to give his testimony. ; 


The story of the destruction of the vessel 


ship Griesenau was anchored at the berth 
now occupied by the Spanish man-of-war 
Legaspe, which is about 400 yards due 
north from the Maine. He then located the 
German mian-of-war Charlotte, which came 
into the harbor a day or two later, which 
Was anchored to the southward of the 
Maine’s berth about 400 or 500 yards, 

In describing the surroundings at the time 
of the explosion Captain Sigsbee stated 
that the night was calm and still. The Al- 
fonso XII. was at the same berth. The 
small Spanish dispatch boat Legaspe had 
come the day before and taken the berth 
occupied by the German man-of-war Gries- 
enau, which had left. The steamer City of 
Washington was anchored about 200 yards 
to the south and east of the Maine's stern, 
slightly on the port quarter. 


Coal Had Been Inspected. 


The Maine coaled at Key West, taking on 
about 150 tons, the coal being regularly in- 
spected and taken from the government coul 
pile. This coal was placed generally in the 
forward bunkers. No report was received 
from the chief engineers that any coal had 
been too long in the bunkers and that the 
fire alarms in the bunkers were sensitive. 

Concerning the regulations regarding in- 
flammables and paints on board, Captain 
Sigsbee testified that the regulations were 
strictly carried out in regard to storage and 
that the waste also was subject to the same 
careful disposition. As to the situation of 
the paintroom, he fixed it as in the eyes of 
the ship.“ just below the berth deck, the 
extreme forward compartment. 


As for the disposition of infammables, they | 


were stowed in chests according to the regu- 
lations,.and when inflammables were in ex- 
cess of chest capacity they were allowed to 
be kept in the bathroom of the admiral’s

Regarding the electric plant of the Maine, 
Captain Sigsbee stated that there was no 
serious grounding nor sudden flaring up of 
the lights before the explosion, but a sudden 
and total eclipse. As for regulations af- 
fecting the taking of temperature of the 
magazines, etc., Captain Sigsbee said there 
were no special r lations other than the 
usual regulations required by the depart- 
ment. He examined the temperature him- 
self and conversed with the ordnance officer 


is told, not graphically, but in a manner 4. to the various temperatures and the con- 


which gives all the obtainable facts. No 
technical detail is omitted. Every move- 
ment and Incident connected with the Maine 
from the time it left Key West until the last 
diver examined the wreck, slowly sinking 
in the mud of Habana harbor, is given. It 
is a story intensely interesting to the people. 
Those who read it could have little doubt 
as to whether there was an internal or ex- 
ternal explosion. Perhaps the most signifi- 
cant testimony is that showing the bottom 
‘plates on the port side of the ill-fated Maine 
to be bent inward and upward, a result that 
hardly could have followed anything save 
an explosion from the outside. 

- Care on Shipboard. 

A mass of testimony is submitted showing 
the care exercised on board the ship by 
Captain Sigsbee and his officers, and the 
apparent impossibility of the accident oc- 
curring by any internal cause, such as the 
heating of the bunkers, spontaneous com- 
bustion, or so many other theories. 

The testimony of Captain Sigsbee is of the 
greatest importance and perhaps is of more 
genera] interest than that of any other 
man called before the board. With great 
care and minuteness he gives an account of 
the management of the ship, how it was 
handled, what was done from day to day 
on board, how it sailed into Havana, its 
anchorage and what he knew about it, and, 
in fact, every point upon which the govern- 
ment and the country desires to be informed. 
Nothing in Captain Sigbee’s testimony 
shows that the anchorage was changed or 
that it Was considered dangerous by any one. 

Second to the importance of the testimony 
of Cap Bigsbee is that of Ensign Powel- 
son, who had charge of the divers and 
knew from day to day what these divers 
found. This officers was minutely informed 
as to the construction of the Maine and 
everything about it. His testimony was to 
a certain extent technical, bearing upon the 
construction of the ship, its plates, etc., 
but. it was from these plates and this tech- 
nical knowledge that he was able to declare 
1 the explosion took place from the out- 


Story of the Divers. 


The divers, Morgan, Olsen, and Smith, all 
contributed important evidence. They testi- 
fied that the plates were bent inward on the 

. bottom port side and outward on the star- 
board side. 

The story of the explosion is told by differ- 
em witnesses, and adds little to what Cap- 
tain Sigsbee and Commander Wainwright 
related. 

Nothing in the testimony fixes responsi- 


bility, no conspiracy is apparent, no knowl- | 


edge of the planting of a mine is shown. 
Captain Sigsbee states that a somewhat 
bitter ae exisied against the American 
ship, and ericans generally, and a wit- 
ness whose name is suppressed tells of over- 
hearing a conversation among Spanish offi- 
cers and a citizen indicating a foreknowl- 
edge of the destruction of the Maine by in- 
tention to blow it up.

- SPAIN OBJECTS TO THE MAINE. 


Consul Lee Says Blanco Protested 


Against the Coming of the 
Battleship. 


Consul General Fitzhugh Lee appeared 
before the court March 8 His testimony 
related to the official formalities preceding 
the Maine’s arrival. Jan. 24 he received a 
message from the State department saying 
that the Maine would be sent to Havana on 
a friendly visit to resume the regular status 
of naval relations detween the two coun- 
tries, and he was ordered to make arrange- 
ments at the palace for the interchange of 
official courtesies. After a call at the palace 
he sent the State department a cipher mes- 
sage, saying: 

Authorities profess to think the United 
States has ulterior purpose in sending the 
ship, Say it will obstruct autonomy and 
produce excitement, and most probably a 
demonstration. Ask that it not be done till 
they can.get instructions from Madrid. Say 
that if for a friendly purpose, as claimed, 
delay is unimportant.” 

It was too late, however; the Maine had 
already sailed. She arrived next day and

TOLD BY CAPTAIN SIGSBEE. 


> — — — 


Captain Sigsbee, in testifying before the 
court of inquiry, said that he assumed com- 
mand of the Maine April 10, 1897, and that 
his ship arrived in the harbor of Havana 
the last time Jan. 24, 1898. The authorities 
at Havana knew of the Maine’s coming, 
Consul General Lee having informed the 
authorities according to official custom. 
After be took on an Official pilot, sent by 
the Captain of the port of Havana, the ship 
was berthed in the man-of-war anchorage 
off the Machina, or the shears, and accord- 
ing to his understanding was one of the reg- 
ular buoys of the place. He then stated that 
he had been in Havana in 1872 and again in 


He could not state whether the Maine was 

ced in the usual berth for men-of-war, 

t said that he had heard remarks since 
the explosion, using Captain Stevens, tem- 
porarily in command of the Ward line 
steamer City of Washington, as authority 
for the statement that he had never known 
in all his experience, which covered visits 
to Havana for five or six years, a man-of- 
War to be anchored at that buoy; that he 
had rarely known merchant vessels to be 
anchored there and that it was the least 
used buoy in the harbor. 

In describing the surroundings when first 
moored to this buoy Captain Sigsbee stated 
that the Spanish man-of-war Aifonso XII. 
was moored in the position now occupied by 
the Fern, about 250 yards to the northward

tents of the magazines, and, according to 
the opinion of this officer, as well as Sigs- 
bee, the temperatures were never at the 
danger point. 

Captain Sigsbee then went into details 
regarding the precautions in force, especial- 
ly in relation to quarter watches, which he 
said had never been rescinded. One of the 
cutters was in the water at the time of the 
accident, and one of the steam launches, the 
first, was riding at the starboard boom. 

The Captain said that the night was 
quiet and warm, and that he remembered 
hearing distinctly the echo of the bugle at 
tattoo which was very pleasant. Stars 
were out, the sky, however, being overcast. 
The Maine, at the time of the explosion, was 
heading approximately northwest, point- 
ing toward the Shears. He was writing at 
his port cabin table at the time of the 
explosion and was dressed. He then went 
into a description of the explosion when 
he felt the crash. He characterized itasa 
bursting, rending, and crashing sound, or 
roar, of immense yolume, largely metallic 
in its character. It was succeeded by a 


3 sound, probably of falling débris, a 


trembling and lurching motion of the vessel, 
then an impression of subsidence, attended 
by an eclipse of electric lights and intense 
darkness within the cabin. He thought im- 
mediately that the Maine had blown up and 
was sinking. He hurried to the starboard 
cabin port, but changed his course to the 
passage leading to the superstructure. 

Then he detailed the manner of meeting 
Private Anthony, which is much the same 
as has been published. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wainwright was on deck when 
Captain Sigsbee emerged from the passage- 
way, and, turning to the orderly, he asked 
for the time, which was given as 9:40 p. m. 
Sentries were ordered placed about the ship 
and the forward magazine flooded, if prac- 
ticable. He called for perfect silence. The 
surviving officers were about him at the 
time, on the poop. He was informed that 
both forward and after magazines wece 
under water. Then came faint cries and * 
saw dimly white floating bodies in the water. 
Boats were at once ordered lowered,* but 
only two were found available, the gig and 
whale boat. They were lowereé and manne:l 
by officers and men, and by the Captain's 
direction they left the shio and assisted 
in saving the wounded jointly with other 
boats that had arrived on the scene. 


Wreck Burns Fiercely.

me virgen was exploding in detail. At this 
time Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 
whispered to the Captain that he thought 
the. ten-inch magazine forward had been 
thrown up into the burning mass and might 
explode in time. Everybody was then di- 
rected to get into the boats over the stern, 
which was done, the Captain getting into 
the gig, and then proceeded to the City of 
Washington, where he found the wounded 
in the dining saloon being carefully attend- 
ed by the officers and crew ofthe vessel. 
He then went on deck and observed the 
wreck for a few minutes and gave direc- 
tions to have a muster taken on board the 
City of Washington and other vessels and 
sat down in the Captain's cabin and dictated 
a telegram to the Navy department. Vari- 
ous Spanish officials came on board and 
expressed sympathy and sorrow for the 
accident. The representatives of General 
Blanco and of the Admiral of the station 
were among the Spanish officials who ten- 
dered their respects. About eighty-four or 
eighty-five men were found that night who 

rvived. — 
"By the time Captain Sigsbee reached the 
quarter deck it was his impression that 
an overwhelming explosion had occurred. 
When he came from the cabin he was prac- 
tically blinded for a few seconds. His only 
thought was for the vessei and he took 
no note of the phenomena of the explosion. 

In reply to the direct question of whether 
any of the magazines or shell rooms were 
blown up the Captain said it was extremely 
gifficult to come to any conclusion. The 
center of the explosion was beneath and 
a little forward of the conning tower on 
the port side, In the region of the center 
or axis of the explosion was the six-inch 


‘reserve magazine, which contained very 


little powder, about 300 pounds. The ten- 
inch magazine was in the same general 
region, but on the starboard side. Over 
the ten-inch magazine in the loading-room 
of the turret and in the adjoining passage 
a number of ten-inch shells were per- 
manently placed. According to Captain 
Bigsbee it would be difficult to conceive 
that the explosion involved the ten-inch 
magazine because of the location of the 
explosion and that no reports show that 
any. ten-inch shells were hurled into the 
air because of the explosion. The Captain

Spain Opposed Investigation. 

He stated that he had examined the wreck 
himself, conversed with other Officers and 
men, but as the Spanish authorities were 
very much averse to an investigation except 


officially, on the grounds as stated by the 


Spanish Admiral that the honor of Spain 
was involved, he forebore to examine the 
submarine portion of the wreck for the 
cause of the explosion until the day the 


court convened. He said the discipline of 


the ship was excellent. The marine guard 
was in excellent condition. The reports of 
the medical department show that about 
one man and a quarter per day were on the 
sick list during the last year. In the engi- 


neer's department the vessel was always 


ready and always responsive. He paid a 
tribute to the crew, and sald that a quieter, 
better-matured lot of men he had never 
known on board any vessel in which he 
had served. He had no fault to find with 
the behavior of any man at the time of the 
disaster and considered their conduct ad- 
mirable. 

On his, examination by the court Captain 
Sigsbee said that the highest temperature 
he could: remember was 112°, but that was 
in the after magazine, the temperature in 
the forward magazines being considerably 
lower. There was no loose powder kept in 
the magazine. All the coal bunkers were 
ventilated through air tubes, examined 
weekly by the chief engineer, and were con- 
nected electrically to the annunciator near 
his cabin door. The forward coal bunker on 
the port side was full. The forward coal 
bunker on the starboard side was half-full, 
and it was being used at the time of the 
explosion. 

Captain Sigsbee, being recalled, stated that 
he had detailed IAeutenant Commander 
Wainwright, Lieutenant Holman, and 
Chief Engineer Howell, all of the Maine, to 
obtain information in regard to any out- 
siders who may have seen the explosion. 
Captain Sigsbee also gave as his opinion 
that if coal bunker A 16 had been so hot as 
to be dangerous to the six-inch reserve 
magazine this condition would have been 
shown an three sides where the bunker was 
exposed, and that men constantly passing 
to and fro by it would have necessarily 
noticed and undue heat. 

Captain Sigsbee was again recalled and 
examined as to the ammunition on board the 
Maine. He stated that there were no high 
explosives, guncotton, detonators, or other 
material in magagine or shell room which 
the regulations prohibited. He testified that 
no war heads had been placed on torpedoes 
since he had command of the ship. 


ILLUMED THE WHOLE HEAVENS. 


Story of Private Anthony, Who First 
Reported the Disaster to Cap- 
tain Sigsbee. 


Private William Anthony of the United 
States marine corps, whose coolness at the 
time of the explosion in reporting to Cap- 
tain Sigsbee has become the theme of ad- 
miration throughout the world, was the next 
witness. He testified that he had the first 
watch, from 8 to 12 o'clock, on the night of 
the explosion. There was drill that day and 
it was not necessary to open the magazines. 
In response to questions Private Anthony 
told his story: 

“I was standing on the main deck, just 
outside the door on the starboard side. I 
first noticed a trembling and a buckling of 
the decks, and thin this prolonged roar— 
not a short report, but a prolonged roar. 
The awnings were spread, and where the 
wing awning and the quarterdeck awning 
should join there was a space of at least 


eighteen inches. I looked out and saw an 


immense sheet of flame, and then I started 
in to warn the Captain.“ 
Did you notice any perceptible list to 


the ship at the first shock? 4 


At the first shock the ship instantly— 
that is the quarterdeck where I was stand- 
ing—dipped forward and to port just Uke 
that (indicating). It apaprently broke in the 
middle like that (indicating), and surged 
forward, and then went over to port.” 

Witness said the upshoot of flame he saw 
was well forward. It must have been for- 
ward of the superstructure. I could see the 
débris going up with it. Idonot know what 
it was, but I rs fire brands going up.“ 

Wat it of the port or starboard side?“ 

It looked more to port than it did to star- 
board. It looked like it covered the whoie 
ship. It was an immense glare that illumed 
the whole heaVens for the moment, as much 
as I could see for the awnings.” 

Did you see any water with it?”

VISITS SENTINELS EVERY NIGHT 


Lieutenant Catlin Declares Extra Senti- 
nels Were Put On and Every 
, Precaution Taken. 


Lieutenant A. W. Catlin, who was in 


charge of the marine guard, said that when 
the ship went into Havana harbor two extra 
night sentinels were put on, one in the fore- 
castle and one in the poop, armed with 
rifles. They had special orders to challenge 
all boats which approached the ship neur 
enough for a challenge. There wasa picked 
man on the port gangway. The corporul’s 
guard inspected the ship lights below every 
eh hour, the patrol taking his place while 

Mr. Catlin said he visited the sentries 
twice every night, once before and once after 
midnight, while in the harbor at Havana, 
and always found them vigilant and st- 
tending to business.

He 
heard a dull sound, a loud concussion, and 
felt the shaking of the ship. The lights 
went out and he went on deck, and as he did 
so the whole heavens were full of sparks.

Sigmund Rothschild, one of the pass 
on the City of Washington, 
witness to the explosion. In company with 
his friend, Luis Wertheimer, who was 
aboard the City of Washington on the night 
of Feb. 15 as it sailed into Havana harbor. 
He was on the stern of the Washington, 
which was astern and on the port side of 
the Maine. The vessels were about 100 
yards apart. 

Rothschild said he, was naturally inter- 


ested in the Maine and had taken a position 


where they could get a good look at it. 
Just as he had taken his eyes off it to move 
his chair there was a sound like a cannon 
shot in the darkness. He immediately 
looked toward the Maine. He saw the for- 
ward end of the vessel rise, he thought a 
couple of feet, out of the water. An instant 
later came a second distinct explosion. This 
seemed to burst from the interior of the 
vessel forward in a dul) name and the air 
was instantly filled with flying débris. 

The vessel jurched-ba.k in the water af te. 
the force of the first detonation that had 


lifted its bow, and quickly began to sink 


lorward. In less than a minute the bow 
had disappeared. The wreck took fire and 
burned for two hours. There were single 
reports that kept up through all that time 
as the fixed ammunition was reached by the 
flames, but these were not to be confused 
with the two big explosions which had de- 
stroyed the Maine. There was no doubt 
about the separation of these first two ex- 
plosions, an interval of two seconds at least 
separating them. 

The much discussed section ofcement that 
fell on the deck of the Washington was two 
inches thick and weighed thirty pounds. 
The engineer of the Washington took it to 
Mexico. Pieces of iron stove in some of the 
Washington's boats and delayed the work 
of rescue. Other wreckaga was hurled clear 
over the Washington. The boats of the 
Spanish warship Alfonso XII., he said, 
were prompt to go to the rescue and were 
aided by the searchlights. | 


COMMOTION UNDER THE WATER 


Captain Stevens of City of Washington 
Hearse a Rumbling Before 
Explosion. 


Captain Frank Stevens of the City of 
Washington testified he was standing amid- 
ships of his ship where he could look to- 
wards the Maine when it was blown up. 
He heard a dull muffled explosion and com- 
motion as though it Was under the water, 


‘followed instantly by a terrific explosion, 


lighting up the sky with a dull red glare and 
filling the air with flying missiles which fell 
all around him. He felt a trembling of his 
ship at the last of the explosions on the 
Maine. There was a decided interval be- 
tween the first noise and the explo- 
sion. He was not standing where he could 
see the Maine lift. 


GOOD DISCIPLINE ON BOARD. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 


Tells of the Precautions 
Against Danger. 


Lieutenant Commander Richard Wain- 
wright testified that the regulations in re- 
gard to paints and inflammables and all 
other precautions were strictly carried out 
on board ship. Every possible care was 
taken to avoid accident. All visitors were 
scrutinized before being allowed to come on 
board ship. Nobody was allowed unaccom- 
panied. Special lookouts were required 
at night. No unauthorized boats were al- 
lowed to approach the ship. There was fine 
discipline, an obedient crew, fine men.“ 

He was in the Captain’s office at the time 
of the explosion; felt a very heavy shock 
and heard the noise of falling objects on 
deck. Thought the ship was being fired 
upon. Was told by the Captain to see that 
the boats were lowered. He saw a few men 
coming, mostly officers. He saw no reason 
to flood the magazine because water was 
coming up. He saw fire forward. Boats 
began to crowd around the wreck. He in- 
duced the boats to take the wounded to dif- 
ferent vessels. He ordered a list taken of 
the saved and wounded. There was excel- 
lent discipline after the explosion. Orders 
were followed with promptness of a. drill. 
The only order not obeyed was the order to 
leave the ship. 
He first examined the wreck at daylight 
the ‘following morning. He took a gig with 
Lieutenant Hood and a few men and at- 
tempted to board the wreck. He was warned 
off by an armed boat’s crew of Spaniards 
and then pulled around the wreck. There 
were still some burning fragments. 

On the sixteenth day Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wainwright said: Nearly all the 
powder tanks show signs of having been 
subjected to outside pressures, as if pressed 
against the powder inside, and their ends are 
also crushed in. I saw two six-inch tanks 
that were opened at the seams, and were 


pressed down flat as if rtion of on 
siderable force.” 


DARES NOT GIVE His NAME. 


Unknown Witness Hears Spanish Off- 
cers Say Maine Was to Be 
Blown Up. 


A witness was introduced whose name 
was suppressed by agreement between him 
and the court. He had to talk through an 
interpreter, This witness was crossing 
about half-past 7 o’clock on the morning 
of the 15th from Havana to Reglas on a 
ferryboat. He was sitting near three Span- 
ish officers—two of the army, one of the 
navy—and a citizen. They were talking 
about the Maine. One of the army officers 
said: “ That is nearly arranged.“ The citi- 
zen asked if making explosions in the bay 
would not endanger Havana. The officer 
said, ‘‘ No.““ It was arranged so that it 
would simply explode, open the vessel, and 
it would sink immediately. The other man 
jocosely exclaimed: ‘“O, I will take plenty 
of beer on that occasion.“ Some one came 
by and they suddenly stopped the conversa- 
tion. They had said it was a shame it (the 
Maine) should be in the bay, and they would 
blow it up, anyhow. 3

LETTER RECEIVED BY LEE. 


Clerk Harry Drain Says the Consul 
General Received a Letter— | 
It Is Suppressed. 


Henry Drain, a clerk in the United States 
consulate, Havana, was examined ag to the 
receipt of an anonymous letter by 
the Consul General in’ regard to the ex- 
plosion of the Maine. Witness produced the 
letter, the date of which was Feb. 18 of the 
present year. There was no signature, ft 
being signed An Admirer.” Drain said it 
seemed to be the document of a fairly well 
educated man. It was written in Spanish. 
The translation was produced and was hand- 
ed to the judge advocate and read by him. 
The letter was referred to in the record as 
being marked F,“ but was not appended. 

In response to the question as to whether 
anything had been done to ascertain the 
truth of the statements contained in the let- 
ter, witness said that he had. He asked 
General Lee to look into the matter and he 
did not appear to know what to do, stating 
he had no secret service money. 

A man by the name of Pepe Tatco was 
mentioned in the letter. Witness said he 
had tried to discover the whereabouts of 
the man and the one to whom he apoke said 
the name was a mistake, that Man men- 
tioned had died a few days ore the ex- 
plosion of the Maine and that the letter 
referred to Pepe Barquin; that he also had 
died suddenly about two or three days aftér 
the explosion of the Maine.

Ensign Powelson Shows How the 
Maine Was Broken in | 
Two. 


Ensign W. V. N. Powelson was called the 
third day of the court. He testified that he 
had been present on the Maine every day 
ffom the arrival of the boat Fern and during 
a great deal of the diving. 

In reply to a question to fell the court all 
about the condition of the wreck he said the 
fore part of the ship forward of the after 
smokestack had been to all appearances com- 
pletely destroyed. The conning tower lay in 
a position opposite the door leading to the 


‘superstructure aft and to starboard, inclined 


at about 110 degrees to the vertical, with the 
top of the conning tower in board. Contin- 
uing he described with detail the condition 
under the main deck on the port side. 

The fixtures were completely wrecked, 


“while fixtures in the game position on the 


starboard side were in some cases almost in- 
tact. The port bulkhead between the main 
and berth decks at the conning tower sup- 
port had been blown aft on both sides, but a 
great deal more on the port than on the star- 
board side. The fireroom hatch, immediately 
abaft of the conning tower, had been blown 
in three directions—aft, to starboard, and to 
port. The protective deck under the con- 
ning tower supports was bent in two direc- 
tions, the plates on the starboard side being 
bent up and on the other side bent down. 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether he 
meant with reference to their original posi- 
tions, Ensign Powelson replied affirmatively. 
The beam supporting the protective deck a 
few inches abaft of the armored tube to port 
of the midship line Was bent up to starboard 
of the midship line. Just forward of the con- 
ning tower underneath the main deck two 
beams met at right angles; one beam was 
broken and pushed from port to starboard.

Ensign Powelson replied that as far as he 
could judge they were not. The end where 
the explosion took place seemed to be pushed 
from port to starboard from five to ten de- 
grees, he should judge, with the apex to the 
starboard. The divers reported to the wit- 
ness that at a point where the ten-inch shell 
room should be they discovered ten-inch 
shells regularly arranged, but the ship had 
sunk down so much that some of the shells 


were in the mud. 
Gunner Morgan reported that in walking

Sterring to his notes made of thi on 
the Maine, Ensign Powelson said that the 
arc ot the engine-room telegraph and the 
shaft of the steering gear, coming down 
through the armored tube (turret), was bent 
from port to starboard. The port side of 
the protected deck was covered with a 
greasy deposit, the starboard side being 
comparatively free from it. 

The forward smoke pipe, between the main 
and superstructure decks, did not show signs 
of the internal pressure of gases. On the 
main deck forward of the conning tower, 
where the fore and after angle bulb beam 
was located, the planking was blown off on 
the only remaining plate of the main deck 
on the port side, while the wood was still 
attached to that part on the starboard side 
— the conning tower base and the tur- 
rets. 

What the witness saw would indicate that 
the pressure lifted the protective deck up 
on the port side, and the protective deck on 
the Starboard side held fast and bent that 
deck downward. The witness here exhibited 
two sketches showing a diagram of various 
parts of the sunken ship and explained them 
to the court. 

The witness in reply to further questions 
said his opinion was based upon the observa- 
tion of things above water. He gave no 
weight to Mr. Morgan's statement about 
falling into a hole on thé port side, because 
Morgan might have been mistaken about it. 

The cvidence of the witness about the strip 
on the starboard side of the outside plating 
of the ship which was folded and rolled back 
was recalied to him and Powelson said he 
could see the plate underneath, It was bent 
outward as he could see it, it being only two 
feet under water where the shear occur 


Port Plating Gone. 

The witness had taken soundings and had 
found five fathoms of water on both sMes of 
the Maine down to the mud. aking a four- 
teen-pound lead line and dragging with a 


‘wherry for obstructions on the port side, 


close to where he thought the waterways 
would be found, he discovered no obstruc- 
tions whatever. On the starboard side he

After minutely describing the bottom 
plates with their green coating of paint and 
the other marks by which they were identi-. 
fied Powelson stated that they must have 
been blown up thirty-eight or. thirty-nine 
feet to reach their present position. 

Besides the bottom plates, Powelson found 
some pieces from the bottom compartment 
lodged in the angle of the bottom plates that 
protruded above the water. The berth deck 
over this compartment was also on top of 
the wreck and twenty feet forward of the 
plates, while this section of the main deck 
has disappeared. The diver who had been 
working for Powelson on this investigation 
informed him he had found the ammunition 
for the six-inch i pushed over to the 
starboard side.

Ensign Powelson was recalled on the 
eleventh day and described the reports made 
to him by the divers, which were afterward 
directly testified to before the board.

Ensign Powelson was recalled on March 
15 and explained how he got the data for his 
sketches, which played such an important 
part in the work of the court. He said he 
sent divers down at various points along the 
line of the keel as it lay broken and twisted 
on the harbor bed. Then he got in a boat 
and located the points on the keel by a lead 
line. On the wreck he established stations 
at the main mast, the port crane, the smoke- 
stack, and soforth, and from these bases he 
would get the bearing by angles of his lead 
line as it rested on the keel and “ther nolnts 
of the wreckage under water. Thus he was 
able to plat a map of the wreck both above 
and below water that was mathematically 
correct. By comparing this with the orig- 
inal plans of the vessel it was possible to tell 
just how much and in what direction any 
part of the Maine had been distorted by the 
explosion without relying on under-water 
estimates by the divers.

The strong probability that the carpenters 
will go on a strike on April 1 was not les- 
sened by yesterday's deliberations. A long 
and argumentative meeting was held in the 
afternoon at 116 Monroe street between the 
committee of the Caprenters and Builders’ 
associations and the Carpenters’ Executive 
committee. The two committees were able 
to get together on almost every point with 
the exception of the clause insisted upon by 
the contractors that if they grant an increase 
of pay from 85 cents an hour to 37% cents 
the carpenters shall agree not to work for 
any one outside of the members of the Car- 
penters and Builders’ association. 

It was said that a resolution was unan- 
imously adopted by the joint committee, the 
substance of which was as follows: Pay 
to be $3 for eight hours work and settle- 
ment every Tuesday; men on building when 
discharged to be then paid; foreman to be 
a union man carrying a quarterly working 
card; all differences to be adjusted on build- 
ing by the Presidents of the two associations 
or their representatives.“ 

The situation is described as critical and 
a special meeting has been called of the 
Carpenters’ council for tonight. The fore- 
going agreement will not be valid unless the 
clause demanded by the builders is as- 
sented to. It is not believed that the car- 
penters will submit to this clause. Should 
the strike go into effect it will throw 5,000 
carpenters out of work immediately and 
about 6,000 other workmen in different 
trades. The strike would take in the whole 
of Cook County and within two weeks all 
the building trades would be practically 
at a standstill. This means 35,000 or 40,000 
men. There is an agreement in the Build- 
ing Trades Council that one trade will stand 
by the other in a dispute of this kind.

LIGHT ON THEIR FRA NCHISES 


Alderman John Maynard Harlan intro- 
duced in the City Council last evening and 
had referred and printed the report of the 
special committee appointed on Oct. 18, 1897, 
to inquire into and report on the physical 
and financial conditions of the various street 
railway companies of the city, together with 
whatever in the way of information as to 
the conditions of their franchises it could 
discover. The purpose of the inquiry was 
to acquire information which would be of 
value to the City Coungil in determining 
the conditions on which extensions of the 
existing franchises could be granted. ‘ 

The report itself is an extremely volumi- 
nous affair, but an abstract of it, prepared 
under the direction of Alderman Harlan, is 
as follows: 

“It is divided into three parts; the first 
portion deals with the terms and particu- 
larly the dates of expiration of the existing 
franchises. For the purpose of ascertaining 
the facts concerning the great number of 
street railway franchises heretofore grant- 
ed, and also of providing some method of 
ready reference to such facts, particularly 
the times when they expire, two sets of 
schedules have been prepared which give 
in brief all the franchises heretofore grant- 
ed to the South, North, and West Side com- 
panies and to the Chicago General railway. 
company. One set of these schedules is an 
alphabetical arrangement of all streets over 
which such franchises have been granted, 
and under each street there is a statement 
of all the franchises heretofore granted af- 
fecting any portion of it, together with the 
dates when they were passed, the power 
authorized, the times of expiration, andany 
overhead electric trolley permits that may 
have since been granted, and the precise 
part of the street affected by each fran- 
chise is indicated, as well as any part which, 
having been granted, has been forfeited. 
The second set of schedules consist of chro- 
nological lists of all ordinances, arranged 
according to uence of dates and accom- 
panied with a brief statement of important 


and distinctive terms. 


Provisions of Ordinances. 


„An important truth, made very evident 
in these researches, is the fact that as a 
general, if not a universai, rule ordinances 
granting street railway franchises are orig- 
mally framed not by the legal department 
of the city but by the attorneys of the 
street railways, and for this reason the lan- 
guage is primarily chosen in behalf of the 
companies, 

“This overhauling of drdinances has de- 
veloped some important obligations upon 
the part of the street railway companies, 
which apparently had been ignored by them 
and forgotten by the city. For instance, in 
an ordinance passed in favor of the Chicago 
City rathway company in July, 1885, and 
thereafter accepted by the company, grant- 
ing it permission to operate a large number 
of its horse car lines by overhead electric 
trolley, there was included at the end a dis- 
tinct requirement that all cars operated on 
those lines should be equipped with fenders 
which should be approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. Notwithstanding 
this definite contract obligation, however, 
entered into on the part of the city nearly 
three years ago, no single car has been thus 
equipped. 

A part of the report is carefully executed, 
and an elaborate map shows the entire 
street railway systems of the South, West, 
and North Side companies, each system be- 
ing designated by a particular kind of line, 
and the extent of every grant being dis- 
tinctly indicated by arrows, The map ajso 
gives dates of expiration of all ordinances, 
and also of overhead electric permits. A 
second has been prepared similar to 
the first except that the dates of expiration 
of franchises are indicated in colors. 


Original Franchises Missing. 


“One rather startling result brought out 
by the report is the fact that there are a con- 
siderable number of sections of streets in 
the city over which street railwaysare and 
for years have been operated for which no 
original franchises can be found. Among 
these are Cottage Grove avenue and State 
street, from Thirty-first to Thirty-»inth; 
Root street, from State street to the Stock- 
Yards; a considerable section of Haisted 
street, parts of Milwaukee avenue, Chicago 
avenue, Lake street, and a number of other 
thoroughfares. 

The resolution among other things called 
fur a statement as to the transfers issued by 
the companies. Accordingly this subject 1s 
taken up in the report, and apropos of the 
present subdivision of the city, so far as 
transportation goes, into three divisions, all 
centering in the First Ward, and none ex- 
changing transfers in the district, two maps 
have been included in the report showing the 
lunes of the original two ordinances granted 
for street railways. The first of these ordi- 
nances included State street, from Thirty- 
first street, the southern limits of the city 
at that time, to Madison street, and thence 
in Madison street to Western avenue, the 
city limits upon the west, and the ordinance 
contains this provision: ‘ The rate of fare 
shall not exceed five cents for any distance.’ 
The other grant covered the lines extending 
from Twenty-second street upon the south, 
over Twelfth street to Western avenue upon 
the west, and contained the same provision 
as to fare. The report accordingly suggests 
that there does not seem to be any reason 
why a passenger should not be able today to 
enforce his legal right to ride from Thirty- 
first street over the State street line to Madi- 
son, and thence in Madison street to West- 
ern avenue for one fare. 


Difficulties of Committee. 


“The public has not forgotten how when 
Mayor Harrison addressed a courteous let- 
ter to each of the companies concerned 
asking their codperation in the preparation 
of the information called for by the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Yerkes, in very plain terms, replied 
in behalf of the North Side and West Side 
companies, that he would be unable to ac- 
cede to the request. Vor this reason no ap- 
plication whatever has been made by the 
committee to the officials of this company 
for assistance. The South Side company re- 
plied to the Mayor’s letter in a naturally 
mannerly fashion, and expressed its desire

The West Chicago 
Street railrcad company not only holds a 
lease of the property of the Chicago West 
Division railway company and the Chicago 
Passenger railway company, but the cabling 
of the system, instead of being carried on 
directly by the company, was given out to 
the United States: Construction company, 
made up of Mr. Yerkes and his associates, 
and when a tunnel was to be built at Van 
Buren street, instead of the West Chicago 
Street railroad company undertaking the 
construction of that directly it. Wkewise 
formed a new company to build the tunnel. 

Attention is called in the report to the 
fact that the North Side company and the 
West Side company have, since 1887, been 
paying 30 and 35 per cent dividends on $500, - 
000 stock and $1,250,000 respectively of the 
original companies on the North Side and 
the West Side which were leased by the 
Yerkes companies. 

Part 8 of the report takes up the wages 
of the employés and the conditions of em- 
ployment. It appears tHat the best condi- 
tions and wages obtain on the cable service 
of the South Side company. The hours of 
labor on the South Side average ten or 
slightly more than that, including a brief 
interval for luncheon at the end of the line 
between runs, provided schedule time is 
made. On the North Side and the West 
Side the hours appear to range about eleven 
a day. 

‘Vetoes and Their ts. 


The Mayor vetoed an ordingnce giving the 
Suburban Street railway company the right 
to change its motive power in West Fortieth 
street from steam to trolley in order to puta 
clause demanding groove rails into it, and 
when Alderman Rector moved to pass it 
again with the amendment Alderman Bren- 
nan tried to have it sent to committee. In 
the ensuing discussion ‘Alderman Rector 
asked Alderman Francis: Did you not ap- 
proach me in the City Hall and ask me what 
there was in this ordinance?’ 7 

„Don't incriminate yourself,” shouted 
Alderman Coughlin, and the Council was in 
an uproar in an instant. The ordinance as 
amended was finally passed, 49 to 6. 

Mayor Harrison also vetoed the buflding 
ordinance in order to insert a few amend- 
ments. The most important ones were those 
doing away with the requirement for a bond 
of $10,000 for the use of street space and one 
permitting any kind of fireproof glass in 
shutters. The ordinance as amended was 
then passed and the Mayor signed it. 
Commissioner McGann was granted per- 
mission to purchase two lots at Thirty-ninth 
street and Lake avenue for $35,000 for pump- 
ing works for the intercepting sewer system. 

The North Side Electric company putina 
petition for a trolley line in St. Clair street.

MANY ALDERMEN IN FOR WAR, 


Resolution Offered by Powers Causes a 
Lively Discussion in the 
City Council. 


Alderman Powers started the liveliest 
discussion which has been had in the City 
Council for some time last evening when he 
introduced the following resolution and 
moved its passage: 

Whereas, The report of the board of inquiry 
into the causes of the destruction of the United 
States ship Maine in Havana harbor, and conse- 
quent loss of the lives of over 200 American séa- 
men, bas shown the explosion was caused by a 
submarine mine located and exploded by hostile 
and necessarily Spanish hands; and 

Whereas, The Aldermen of the City of Chicago, 
representing the almost unanimous feeling of the 
inhabitants of this city, are confident the Congress 
of this country will not submit to the suggestion 
contained in President McKinley’s message that 
re tion for this outrage be left to the sense 
of justice of the Spanish nation, which will dic- 
tate a course of action suggested by honor and the 
friendly relations of the two governments ; there- 
"Resolved, That 

v we extend to the C of the 
United States the assurance that in any action it 
may take to uphold the honor and dignity of the 
United States in this matter and enforce a proper 
punishment for the murder of American seamen 
in a supposedly friendly harbor, it can be certain 
of both the material and moral support of all the 
citizens of the great city we represent. 

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and 
resolutions be sent to our representatives in Con- 
gress with a request that they be laid before both 
Houses of that body. | 

Alderman Harlan attacked the resolution 
viciously, asserting it touched a subject over 
which the City Council had no jurisdiction. 
Alderman Gunther replied that it simply as- 
sured Congress it could depend on the aid 
of the City of Chicago in any steps it might 
take to uphold the honor and dignity,of’the 
nation, and inquired what body was better 
able to give that assurance than the City 
Council of Chicago. Alderman Harlan re- 
plied hotly the Council did not represent the 
city. Alderman Powers retorted that it 
would represent it better after Harlan had 
left the Council. Alderman Coughlin fol- 
lowed with a speech in favor of the resolu- 
tion, and Alderman Alling opposed it on the 
grounds it attacked President McKinley. 

Alderman Harlan made still another 
8 h against the resolution, claiming it 
had been introduced simply to attack the 
President, to which Alderman Powers re- 
plied that no idea of that kind had influenced 
him, Then Alderman Harlan retracted this 
statement, and a vote was taken on his mo- 
tion to table the resolution. This was beaten

BENET B. BOTSFORD IS DEAD. 


Native-Born Chicagoan, 57 Years of 
Age, a Managing Directer of D. 
B. Fisk & Co., Passes Away. 


Benet Buckman Botsford, one of Chicago's 
oldest native-born citizens, died early yes- 
terday morning at his residence, 2100 
Calumet avenue, at the age of 57 years. 
For years he had been a managing director 
of the house of D. B. Fisk & Co., in which he 
retained a financial interest, though for sev- 
eral years on account of failing health he 
had lived practically in retirement. 

Mr. Botsford was born in Chicago at 171 
Wabash avenue on Aug. 3, 1840, his father 
being Jabez Kent Botsford, a settler of 
1833, and one of a committee that selected 
Evanston as the site for Northwestern Uni- 
versity, where the son later was graduated. 
Subsequently he engaged in the hardware 
business with his father, the firm name 
being J. K. Botsford & Sons. After the fire 
of 1871 he became identified with the house 
of D. B. Fisk & Co., and upon its incorpora- 
tion became a managing director. 

In 1869 Mr. Botsford married Miss Myra 
Fisk, daughter of the late D. B. I isk, who 
survives him, with a daughter, Miss Bertha 
Fisk Botsford. Mrs. Caryl Young, a sister, 
is his next nearest surviving relative. 

Mr. Botsford was a life member of the 
Chicago Athletic Association and Color Ser- 
geant of the United States Zouave Cadets, 
commanded by Colonel Elisworth, who made 
their famous tour of the Eastern cities in 
1860. He was the custodian of the cham- 
pion” flag at the time of his death. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
residence, 2100 Calumet avenue, tomorrow 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, and will be conducted 
by the Rev. W. J. Chichester, pastor of the. 
First Presbyterian Church. The interment

Spain's Possession Exclusive. 


Spain's possession of the fortress and of 
the armed forces lodged in it was exclusive, 
end she was bound to preserve the posses- 
sion of them from being wrougfully taken out 


of her hands by unauthorized persons. Her 


possession and control over the water forti- 
fications was no less sovereign, absolute, 
and exclusive than over the fortifications 
on the dry land. A nation acts by its forces, 
and is present in their action, and on 
grounds of common sense and reason must 
be held lable for their action, no matter 
how it takes place. 

Not only had the Maine the right to be 
in the harbor under treaty provisions and 
in faith of their observance by the entire 
Spanish nation, including the Cuban com- 
munity and population and every individual 
belonging to it, but Spain as a nation and 
government is and must be held responsible 
for the use and control of its armed forts 
and entire system of defense. They had the 
possession, possession carries control, and 
control carries the use made of them, with or 
without order, in fixing the responsibility.

Internal Cause Not to Be Believed. 


In view of the conflicting rumors and man- 
{fold uncertaintiés as to the cause of the ex- 
piosion which destroyed the Maine, it is 
thought it might be of service to find a sci- 
entific basis for holding Spain liable for her 
loss. Mere supposition, belief, or conviction, 
however deep and patriotic it may be, is not 
enough.. We face the entire civilized world, 
which will sit in judgment upon us. We as 
a nation must do what is right. We must 
not be led into doing what is wrong. The 
nation and the entire people of the United 
States believe that Spain caused the loss of 
the ship. It is impossible to believe that it 
blew up itself from any internal cause. 

The possibilities of the question and case 
are expausted by two questions: () Did the 
Captaih General, or the men in the Spanish 
service under him, direct or order the act 
to be done? No one, it is supposed, believes 
that was the case. (2) If not, is there rea- 
son to believe that the Captain General and 
the officials under him could have prevented 
its destruction? If they could, his nation 
and government are liable for their neglect 
in not preventing the commission of the 
crime, although done by conspirators. 

The reasons above set forth afford, it is 
believed, a safe and sure ground and basis 
for action. We submit them for candid con- 
sideration and judgment. 1

Diver Smith Finds Sensational Proof 
of the Existence of a Sub- 
marine Mine. 


Gunner’s Mate“ 
decsent which landed him in the ten-inch 
shell-room. The shells were there in good 
order, most of them nose up, but some 
toppled over by the shock of the explosion 
which had wrecked the woodwork of the 
magazine and blown the aft bulkhead over 
from port to starboard. He crawled over 
this bulkhead and down behind it found a 
ten-inch powder tank bent and dented, but 
not exploded. It was intact with powder 
and cartridge bags. 

On his next descent he went down from 
the port crane, following the side of the 
ship down till he struck plates that were 
blown from port to starboard inboard. He 
followed these plates down till he came to 
the six-inch shells still in the slings used 
for sending them up out of the shell-room. 
They were lying with their noses up pointing 
to starboard. The forward pdft of the six- 
inch reserve magazine seemed to have been 
blown away altogether. The ragged edges 
of the steel floor to the shell-room were 
turned up, and Smith walked over them 
out into the mud. Coming back from his 
trip into the outer submarine world the 
diver came across a lot of six-pounder shells 
and shell cases, some of them not even bro- 
ken away from the shells. 

Lying right across the middle of the ten- 
inch shellroom he found an armor plate that 
had been torn away from the ship’s side. 
These plates taper toward the bottom, which 
is thus easy to distinguish. The plate on 
being ripped loose by the explosion had 
turned a complete somersault and landed 
with the thick edge in the mud and the plate 
leaning obliquely over the wreck of the 
shellroom, There were six-inch powder 
tanks scattered over the ten-inch shellroom, 
most of them split. A number of them were 
sent up, but more remained. 


Plates Blown Inward. 


On his fourth trip down he slid down 
the outside of the ship by the port crane. 
“The skin of the ship,“ he said, is in 
good condition till you come to the jagged 
opening leading into the six-inch shell room 
before mentioned. Here the steel edges 
are blown inward.” Crawling into the hole 
he felt the double bottom and the jagged 
edges of the cement turned up. 

He described in detail the ten-inch powder 
tanks found here, none of them apparently 
exploded, but with the soldered seams split 
and the cases flattened. Some lids were 
to be found, 

Witness was questioned very closely as 
to the plates that he found biown inward 
and whether they might not have been 
bulkheads, but he insisted that they were 
the outside skin of the ship near the bot- 
tom and located them accurately on the 
plans about the middie of the six-inch shell 
room, where “in a big circle there is none 
of the outside of the ship left at all.“ 

He said he had not been into the 10-inch 


magazine on the starboard side, which was 


buried under a mass of wreckage. 

He did not find the forward turret, but it 
was missing from the place where it be- 
longed. 

The importance of this testimony caused it 
to be gone over and over again, and addi- 
tiona! questions along the line already indi- 
cated were put, but they only served to point 


out more clearly that abreast of the 6-inch 


shellroom the whole side of the ship had dis- 
appeared from the harbor bed to water line 
and the edges of the rent were turned in- 
ward.

Mine Planted Right Here. 


Gunner's Mate Smith was recalled. He 
told of three trips down in diving dress on 
Feb. 28. During one of these he located the 
break in the keel where the ship’s back was 
broken by the explosion. He there found a 
hole in the bottom of the harbor about seven 
feet.deep and seven feet in diameter, The 
mud in the bottom of this hole was harder 
than elsewhere, and one did not sink over 
eighteen inches in it. In this hele he found 
a fn about 20 inches.

NO DANGER IN COAL BUNKERS.

Mr. Bowers said there had never been a 
fire from spontaneous combustion in the 
bunkers. They once thought they had 
such a fire, but ſt was from a leaky exhaust 
pipe from the ice machine.

FIGHTING FIRE ON BOARD SHIP, 


Ossian Guthrie Suggests the Use of Car-

Frequent fires on board ship have been 
reported of late, and have aroused discussion 
regarding means of coping with them. The 
most fearful of these fires was that which de 
stroyed the English vessel Legislator and 
resulted in the death of part of its crew. 
The German bark Cadade do Porto was a 
more recent victim. It was burned about 
two weeks ago. The ship Gloucester, from 
Boston, was almost burned up some months 
ago.

Chicago, March 24.—[Editor of The Tribe 
une.}—In a recent issue of your paper the 
burning at sea of the British freight steamer 
Legislator was described in painful detail; 
‘By this terrible disaster six persons lost 


ously burned, and a valuable ship de- 
stroyed. Among the dead was the brave 
Bateman, second officer, who risked and 
lost his life in saving the lives of his fellow+ 
seamen. For three fearful days and nights 
these brave fellows fought the fire with des- 
peration. On the second Gay, for a time 
there seemed to be a ray of hope. They Wad 
so far subdued the fire as to enable them to 
recover the body of a victim of the explosion 
and perform the last sad rite over the re- 
mains of a dead comrade. Whether this 
painful service, short though it was, gave 
the fire a fresh start does not appear, but 
the fact is that it continued its advance 
until the heat of the deck beneath their feet 
erisped the men’s shoes.

Presents Other Reasons. 
In pressing the desirability of a census 
taken by pupils, Commissioner Reynolds 


urges further: 

The conceded inaccuracies of t ool ce 
of 1804,.and, still more markedly, those of 1896, 
have been a cause of chagrin to this department 
and of injury to the reputation of the city. The 
first announcement of the last census, made in 
. 1806, stated the population at about 1,480,- 

these figures were subsequently raised, I 
think, three times, and the final figures, 1,619, 226, 
were not formally announced until July 1, 1896, 
AS a result our figures of population are laughed 
at and our claims of preéminent healthfulness, 
based thereon, are derided. 

One of the principal causes of these di ies 
was, in my judgment, the complicated and in- 
tricate form which the enumerators were required 
40 Gil out, and I have, therefore, caused a blank 
form to be prepared which, while very simple and 
requiring the minimum of clerical labor, will 
gecure all the data required by the school law, 
and, incidentally, a full renumeration of our pop- 
wiation by ages and sexes. 

The enumerator’s form, as proposed, is 
outlined in the foregoing. Then the com- 
missioner goes on with his plan as follows: 

There were 220,320 families enumerated in the 
federal census of 1890. Assuming that the num- 
ber of families has increased in the same ratio as 
our claimed increase of population, there are 
20, 400 families to be enumerated in the forthcom- 
ing census. Of this number fully twenty-odd thou- 
sand families are in slum and shady *’ dis- 
school children should not be 
gent. These classes should be canvassed by paid 
enumerators. 

This leaves 300,000 families to be enumerated 
by 10,000 to 15,000 school children of the higher 
grade—an average in the ove case of thirty fam- 
ilies and in the other of twenty families per 
echolar—say twenty to thirty hours’ labor for 
each scholar engaged. 

The enumeration of more than nine-tenths of the 
population of the city would thus be seeured with- 
out any expense, leaving the appropriation to be 
used for the cost of printing, the work of tabula- 
tion, the services of enumerators forthe slum

Some years later Garashanim, driven from 
office owing to his opposition to the royal 
divorce, was openly charged by Milan with 
the murder of the two women. 

His reply was @rushing: I admit my 
error,” he wrote, in not subjecting the 
suicide fiction to investigation, and having 
the assassin hunted down,” and then he 
went on to warn Milan in plain terms not 
to push the controversy any further. Milan 
took the hint, and nothing more was ever 
heard about the matter.
